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Resurrection of our Lord from the dead is the core and backbone of Christian faith. Jesus Christ resurrected from the dead opening the way for the 
whole humanity to be redeemed from the sin and all its effect. Fathers of the Church view its as making a permanent abolition to the castle of bondage 
by death and an opening of the way to heaven for the whole of the creation. It was the success over death, which came upon the humanity as the worst 
impact of sin of the first parents. 


Resurrection of our Lord cannot be seen as separate from the whole of His incarnate ministry. Resurrection is the most powerful and glorious outcome 
of the suffering and death in Cross. Cross was not the sole experience of suffering of incarnate God, but it was only a culmination of suffering. The 
suffering of God the Son started in the very incarnation itself. In Philippians 2: 5-11 St. Paul narrates the whole suffering of God the Son during the 
period of His earthly ministry until death in a subtle manner. God the Son of ultimate glory suffered in his fullness of love towards us by leaving His 
glorious state of existance and coming down to the confinement of a limited human being. He came down to the bottom level of human existence, 
and born into manger. Then through His suffering and death he entered into the sheol to be with departed ones. Through His resurrection He was 
not only getting back to the original glory, but also rescuing us from the bondage of death and opening up the way for the whole creation to be in 
communion with God. In Colossians 1:18 St. Paul calls Jesus Christ the first born from the dead. He became the first born from the dead, so that 
anybody being into His body could be later born to the eternal life. Through His resurrection our Lord makes us worthy to be resurrected and to be 
heirs of the eternal life being in communion with the Most Holy Trinity. In the Holy Qurbana we confess: “O Lord, we commemorate Your death; we 
confess Your resurrection; and we wait for Your second coming.” Hope in second coming is our hope of resurrection as following the first fruit, Jesus 
Christ, who has been resurrected from the dead.

Octoechos (Eight liturgical lyric-meters, Niram 3) 


St. George Orthodox Church, Cheppad 


It is a long-standing practice in the Oriental Orthodox 
liturgical tradition to organize and sing liturgical hymns 
in eight different tunes during each liturgical seasons 
with relevant contexts. This system is called Octoechos, in 
Malayalam we commonly call it Niram. The English word 
Octoechos, which has its root in Greek language means 
eight sounds or tunes. It is generally understood that the 
Octoechos of the Oriental Orthodox Church originated 
by the interaction with the Byzantine (Greek) liturgical 
tradition. Use of eight tunes or modes for all the liturgical 
hymns according to the importance of the day and week 
during different seasons is being strictly preserved in 
the Malankara Orthodox Syrian Church. Hymns in 


Sacramental Liturgies are also arranged accordingly.

Service of Kneeling: 


Icons in Orthodox Tradition are pictorial depictions of biblical 
characters or saints or of biblical events. All those are encoded 
with symbolic expressions of gestures and colours and presented 
each character in different dimensions. It is traditionally believed 
by many orthodox Churches that tradition of Iconography has its 
history back to the very advent of Christianity and the first pictorial 
Icon is of Virgin Mary Theotokos (Mother of God) prepared by St. 
Luke, the Evangelist. Incarnation of God the Son is understood as 
the perfect Icon. As ineffable and incomprehensible God became 
accessible to us through incarnation, an Icon opens an end of the 
mysteries to us in a way we can experience and to enhance our 
communion with God through understanding and veneration 
of them. In early times Icons were used for evangelization and 
catechism, that means for communication of Gospel ideas 
and teachings of the Church to the illiterates people. Different 
Orthodox traditions, namely, Greek, Russian, Coptic, Ethiopic, 
Armenian etc. have their own peculiar ways of Iconography.

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During the Season of Transfiguration, the Holy Church commemorates mainly the event of 
transfiguration mentioned in the Gospels (St. Mathew 17, St. Mark 9, and St. Luke 9). The event of 
the glorified appearance of Jesus Christ to Apostles Peter, James, and John is narrated in Matthew 17 
1 - 3, “After six days Jesus took with him Peter, James and John the brother of James, and led them up 
a high mountain by themselves. There he was transfigured before them. His face shone like the sun, 
and his clothes became as white as the light. Just then there appeared before them Moses and Elijah, 
talking with Jesus.” St. Peter, an eyewitness of the event witnesses it in his second epistle (2 Peter 1:16 
— 18). The Apostles went to the top of the mountain together with Jesus Christ, but at the moment of 
Transfiguration they saw Moses and Elijah standing together with the Lord. 


The transfiguration of our Lord happened during the period of the Old Testament feast of Tabernacle. 
The Feast of Tabernacle (Sukkot) used to be a Jewish feast of remembering the protection and 
providence of God has extended to them during their stay in the wilderness during exodus from 
Egypt to the Promised Land. The Feast of Transfiguration falls on 6th of August every year. 

It is quite important to note that all the three important feasts of the Jewish religion, namely, Passover, 
Pentecost, and Feast of Tabernacle have became feasts in the Christian Churches with connections to 
the major events in the earthly life of our Lord. 

Name of the mountain in which transfiguration took place is not clearly stated in the Holy Bible. But 
it is traditionally believed by the Orthodox Churches that the Transfiguration took place on Mount 
Tabor. Early Christian fathers like Origen and St. Cyril of Jerusalem have clearly identified Mount 
Tabor as the place where transfiguration of our Lord took place. 
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It is quite significant to note that Moses and Elijah, two prophets of the Old Testament were present 
at the occasion of the transfiguration of our Lord. According to certain Syriac commentators they 
are representing the dead and alive and at the same time married and celibates. The Holy Bible 
testifies that Moses died and buried and Elijah hasn't tasted death, but taken to heaven alive. Thus 
they represent two groups of humanity living and departed. Likewise Moses represents the people 
who opted family life and Elijah represents the monastics and celibates. 


The transfiguration of the Lord is an opening for the whole humanity to be glorified. Himself being 
the second Adam holds the humanity in every experience including transfiguration. Together with 
that Moses and Elijah also were there to more visibly represent the whole humanity in attaining 
glorification in communion with God. We are looking forward to attain the glorification in its 
fullness at the second coming of Jesus Christ in the fullness of time. 


In St. Luke 9: 31 we read about Moses and Elijah talking to Jesus Christ about the passion He wants 
to face in Jerusalem. It is interesting to notice that Prophet Moses who died centuries before the 
incarnation of our Lord appeared before Him in spirit and talked about an event to take place in 
the future. This event clearly testifies the active and conscious condition of the righteous souls who 
already have been departed from this earth to the heavenly abode. 

Another important aspect of the biblical narration of the Transfiguration is the heavenly voice stating 
that, “This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. Hear Him!.” These words are an exhortation 
to us to follow life of faith and to practice the virtues, which have been entrusted to us by God through 
the Church to achieve the goal of transfiguration and glorification in the kingdom of God.
